OF BEEFBE ft CUT?

CLAIMED METROPOLITAN AVILL

CUT RETAIL PRICES AND RAISI5

AVIIOLESALE RATES.

That reduction In the price of, beef

which the directors of the Metropolitan
Moat Market Company declared yes-
terday Is said to have u string tied to
It. In fact there Is already some tall
kicking in certain uuurters against the
reduction. It is claimed that the re-

duction

Is not just and moreover, is
not a bona llde reduction. According
to the decision yesterday the price pf

J

flue cuts is to be cut 2 cents a, pound
and the price of other beef 3 cents a
pound, The Idea of making this cut
so It was stated, being to satisfy the
graziers and also to Increase the con-
sumption of beef.

But there Is now declared to be an-

other side to the matter. Last year the
monthly sale of beef to Chinese butchers
brought In $12,285.93 to the Metropolitan
market company. According to the
statements of those In u position to
learn of the business of the Metropoli-
tan market company, it Is now the In-

tention of the company to Increase the
wholesale rate of beef to Chinese deal-
ers so as to raise this source of Income
to $18,287.75 during the ensuing year.
If this be true, then the Chinese will
In self defence be forced to raise the
price of beef to their patrons in order
to make up the loss resulting from this
increased drain on their finances by
the market company. The proposed
cut that the directors favored yesterday
will It Is claimed reduce the income of
the Metropolitan company by $30, 575 CO

during the ensuing year. If the Increase
Is slapped on to the Chinese dealers
this loss will be materially reduced.

No statement of any Intention to
raise the price to the Chinese and
other dealers has been officially how-
ever announced by the Meat Company
and the agreement as announced yes-
terday by graziers was simply a
straight away" cut of 2 and 3 cents,,

tlon was from Admiral Harland who Is
well known to kamaalnns of Honolulu
having been in command of some Am-
erican naval vessels at various times.

Underwood and Brown at first made
Inquiries about securing a small schoon
er for the purpose of making a trip.
The character of .the cruise was not
stated. It was finally decided not to
take a schooner, but to charter one of
the island steamers, so the two visitors,
were Introduced to President Kennedy
and made arrangements with the lat-
ter about the chartering of the steamer
Iwalanl. The vessel was, they atated,
to go under sealed orders. Her dlstin- -
atlon was not made known to Kennedy,
although the latter very naively re-
plied yesterduy when questioned about
the matter, that "Oh, she has not been
chartered, she is simply going out to-
morrow on her regular run to Kauai
ports." .

Naturally a great deal of curiosity ha
been aroused over the mission of the
vessel. Everything is of the most
vague kind of speculation. The first
theory was that the pair were In quet
of some 'treasure, perhaps on Cocos Isl-
and. Another theory was that the pair
were going to the islands lying to the
northwest of Honolulu, but for what
purpose nobody could suggest.
